The past fortnight bas been productive of 
most yowonted activity In our homeward frefght 
market, Tn our last Issue we. mentioned that 
the Néw York: rate had fallen to 209., and since 
theo a further decline of 2/6 has reduced the 
berih rate to 17/6, one stéamer taking 17s, The 
London Conference Agents have held « meeting 
this week to-consider the question of reducing 
rates on tea to London, and Io particular to 
New York vid London, the rate for the latter 
direction, compared with that for New York disect 
via Suez, belong, according to abippers! views, 
out of all proportion.’ The result of the meeting 
was a redaction of §s, per ton, and this shippers 
consider totally Insdequate. To raise the New 
York rate would seem to be the easleat way of 
making ends meet, but, with abundance 
of “tonnage offering {0 the near fature, 
the chanca of briaglog thls about seems remote.
